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Someciincs the Pots are taken upall dry, and fo fotnetimes 
prove beft ; fomerimes again they are taken up w^t. Whether 
this arifeth from the Vapors coming from below , or the moi- 
fture that is fqucczed out by the weight of the PotS| we cannot 
difcern. 

This we obferve, That the Plates that cover the Pots, yield 
bctterand thicker Flakes, than do the Rolls within* And the 
outfides, next to the Planks, bigger and better than the infides, 
next to the Rolls, and the Spirits that firft arifeouc of thcVi* 
negar. 

We therefore queftion much. Whether the ftrongeft bodied 
Vinegar, or the quickeft and (harj^ft, be the moft effeflual ? 

f he Accidents to the Workmen are, 

Immediate pain in the Stomack^with exceeding Contorficn s 
in the Guts, and Coftivenefs that yields not to Gatharticks^ 
hardly to often repeated Clyfters : beft to Lenitives, Oil of 
OliviS^ or Strong new Wort. It brings them alfo to acute 
Fevers, and great Aftbma's or Shortnefs of Breath* And thefe 
we find effeficd principally by the Mineral Steams in the cart- 
ing of the Plates of Lead , and by the Dttft of the Flakes.

Next, a VertigOy or dizzinefs in the Head,with continual great 
pain in the Brows, Blindnefs, Stupidity, and Paraly tick AfFe- 
dionsj lofsof Appetieer SicknefSj and frequent Vomitings, 
generally of fincere Phlegm^ fomerimes mixed with Gholer, to 
the extreameft weakning of the Body. And thefe chiefly in 
them that have the charge of Grinding, and over the Drying 
Place.

The firft of thefe (againfl Atheifm) taketh up this whole 
Book : which is divided into five Chapters, Whereof^the firft 
is an account of the Atomick Phyfiology^ as made the foundation 
of theDemocrieickFate, that is, the Atomick Atheifm , or 
Material neceffiry of A!l things without a God. 

Of the Atomkk Phyfi0l0gy he difcourfeth principally t^o 
things : I • That it was not the Invention q( Democritus or Leu- 
cippus^j but of much greater Antiquity. Proved from the Tra- 
dition tranfmitted by Pcjidonim, fi, that it was derived from 
Mofchm di Phmnickn^ living before the Try^ii Wars, and pro- 
bably thefame withMtJ^^^ifj mentioned in jf4i»^//V^a^.

A large account of the Pagan 
J^0lytheifm\io reuiovea grand Objedion chat Jay in the Authors 
way from thence, againft the Nstmaliiy of the Idea of God , as 
including Unity or Onlynefs in it. The rather by him thus fully 
gi ven,becaufe he had not met with it fufficientJy performed be- 
fore.
